the depletion of the range due to 
overstocking have had a decided 
effect on the range cattle business. 
Add to this the homestead law 
which permits the fencing of a con- 
siderable tract of untillable land 
for grazing purposes and you have 
a condition which has caused seri- 
ous thought among beef breeders 
throughout the country. This last 
named homestead law has little 
effect so far as the actual, land used 
is concerned but its principal ob- 
jectionable feature is the fact that 
it allows the homesteader to control 
a natural source of water so that 
in dry years, such as the last three, 
cattle were affected, and entire 
ranges suffered out of all porpor- 
tion to the amount of land included 
in the little homestead tract. 

Combined with the limitation 
of the range we have the great 
movement of our eastern population 
toward the cities and a resulting 
increase in the number of totally 
and partially abandoned farms and 
a decided decrease in land values 
in many sections of the East, while 
in the cornbelt the trend of land 


A striking sample of the value of 
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Founding a Herd on Economical Lines 


Many suppose that a good pedi- 
gree herd can oniy be biult up and 
maintained at much expense, and by 
those who have very considerable 
capital at command. The very high, 
and in some cases excessive, prices 
which were recently paid for prize 
animals of fashionable pedigree no 
doubt helped to confirm this idea. Good pedigree animals of course 
always fetch more than others, but it is not the case that a gooi 
herd cannot be founded without undue expenditure, provided the 
breeder is possessed of a good eye and judgment. All depends on 
the methods adopted, and if these are sound and economical. a good 
herd may be made a very paying proposition. 

Wealthy men often keep a pedigree herd as a hobby, and money 
being of little consequence to them, fashionable animals and prize- 
winners are purchased at high figures. These, unless wisely mated, 
may breed inferior offspring, which prove a source of heavy loss to 
the owner, and are a detriment to the breed generally. Again many 
beginners imagine that it is only necessary to attend a few sales and 
buy what they consider the best animals, and that the result is sure 
to be a successful herd. Unless, however, the breeder has the sound- 


‘ est judgment for selection and mating, the result is bound to be dis- 


astrous. Management, even if the right 
animals have been secured, is also essential 
to success. The best show animal is not al- 
ways the best breeder. It is also necessary 
to be able to judge an animal in lean condi- 
tion as well as when fat. It is to be deplor- 
ed that breeding animals are not sent to 
shows in a natural condition. 

No doubt large profits have been made 
py those who have paid high prices—which 
in themselves are an advertisement—when 
backed by consummate judgment and good 
experience; but for the man of moderate 
means the risk of having so much money 
in one animal is far too great, and a slump 
in prices, which always comes sooner or 
later, may spell disaster. 

The late Dr. Clement Stephenson gave 
excellent advice to beginners. He wrote 
“The herd, I believe, is best commenced by 
buying a smail number of incalf cows and heifers, and then select- 
ing the best stock bull obtainable. As to the incalvers, it is not. 
in my Opinion, wise at first to buy high-priced and so-called fashion- 
ably-bred animals; these may with advantage be bought when the 
establishment of the herd has become an accomplished fact.” 

It is the custom for breeders to buy by preference young rather 
than older animals of both sexes. There are advantages to be 
gained by reversing the practice if done with discretion. At a dis- 
persal sale, where a whole herd is sold, good useful regular-breeding 
cows in calf to a good bull can commonly be bought at less money 
than their heifers. The buyer can also usually see their produce, 
and judge for himself of their quality. They have the further ad- 
vantage of producing a calf within a few months, whereas with 
heifers it will be necessary to wait one or two years before any re- 
turn is possible. 

Old stock bulls generally sell at moderate figures, unless of 
outstanding excellence and of high reputation. If the progeny of 
these older animals is seen to be good and true to type, a 
dependence can be placed on their parents as breeders which cannot. 
be done on young and untried ones. A percentage of these latter 
will probably fail to breed, or otherwise prove disappointing. 

No herd can rise to eminence in which the numbers are too 
small to allow of regular and annual selection of the best, and draft- 
ing the worst. It is by this means alone that improvement can be af- 
fected. There are many points besides a mere “make” and “shape” 
required in a good breeding animal. Fertility and longevity are two 
that are apt to be insufficiently considered. The relative value of 
prolific and shy breeders may be shown by comparing three cows, 
one of which produces only two calves before she stops breeding. 
another four, and another six. After five generations the female 
descendants of each would be as follows, assuming that one-half. of 
the calves were males and one-half heifers, and that all descendants 
are prolific in the same proportion as the originals:—

Large numbers of our pedigree eattle bs 
the ranches abroad. How can they be satisfactory if they paid 
progeny are such poor milkers that they cannot rear good calves? 
Heifers served early are more likely to prove milkers than those 
served later which latter are more likly to incline to beef. "7 

The hardier cattle can be reared the healthier they will be. If 
out of doors at practically all seasons of the year, there will be lit 
tle risk of tuberculosis. Pampered and highly fed animals of course 
look best at the time, but not only are they 
more expensive to keep, but they are com- 
monly a disappointment to a buyer, who 
finds his purchase lose condition from the 
day it is bought. On the other hand a 
beast off the grass will hold its own. The 
buyer whose purchase improves on his 
hands is likely to come again, whereas if 
it goes back he buys elsewhere another 
time. 

The best pedigree bulls, if good 

enough, will sell well as stock bulls for 
other herds. Good fleshy bulls not good 
enough for stock bulls sell for crossing 
with non-pedigree stock at home and 
abroad. All inferior animals, whether 
bulls or heifers, should be fatted for the 
butcher and not sold as breeders. They 
only discredit the breed if sent to sales of 
pedigree stock. 
It is an unsound policy to think that the end and aim of breed- 
ing is prize-winning at shows. The main object of a good breeder 
should be to produce a herd of an even type, and a type that is a 
near as he can get to what he considers perfection. Some of course 
will turn out better than others, and these may make stock bulls or 
prize-winners. To arrive at an even type, the services of a really 
good breeding stock bull should be retained as long as possible in 
the herd; and provided there is no weakness of constitution want of 
fertility, or other fault, the type may be further fixed by the mod- 
erate use of young bulls bred by him. 

Line-breeding, viz. the breeding of related animals if not over- 
done, and with sound breeding animals, tends to improvement and 
confirms a type. Moreover sires judiciously so bred give much bet- 
ter results than those bred promiscuously when mated with cows of 
other strains. The constant changing of bulls, so often the practice, 
tends to a lack of type and uniformity. Moreover the breeding value 
of an animal cannot be realized till its progeny are at least a year 
old. Many a breeder has regretted the profit he may have made 
by selling a young stock-bull before he knew its worth as a sire. 
The prepotency of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle needs no emphasizing, 
but it is doubtless increased by line breeding. 

Fads and fashions confined mostly to minor matters are the 
bane of good breeding. Probably the Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
suffered less from these than most breeds, but the exclusion of good 
cattle on account of a small quantity of white, as has been done in 
some countries, seems absurd when it is well-known to have been 4 
characteristic of the breed in times past. It is also generally ad- 
mitted that cows with some white on the udder are commonly good 
milkers. The disproportionate prices that have been given for in- 
dividuals, especially females, of certain specially favoured families 
which happen for the time being to be the fashion, compared to 
auentiy good animals of other strains, somewhat difficult to account 
or. 


Reference has been made to a possible slump in prices. That 
such must take place sooner or later is only what has occurred it 
all breeds from time to time, and it may be emphasized by the very 
high prices that have been obtained lately. When such occurs, af 
opportunity presents itself to draft all the inferior stock, and to fill 
up by purchases of such high-class individuals as may have been 
considered too expensive to buy while the [Continued on page 28

Fair. All the females: except one have been retained in the herd.

true to type and possessed with all 
the characteristics that tradition 
and history have impressed on the 
breed to make it supreme. 

Older breeders will recall what 
spirited bidding for them developed 
at the Gardner dispersion in 1906, a 
time when breeding cattle sold for 
beef prices that the Ajax of Angus 
breeders, W. A. McHenry, of Iowa, 
contended with his fellows in that sale ring for Key of Chicago 3d, 
a seven months old granddaughter of Kenwood until she fell to his 
bid of $250.00 and her dam Key of Chicago, then nearly twelve years 
old for $300.00 to D. K. Rebertson, of Nebraska, and whose son Key 
as a Senior calf was awarded second prize at St. Louis World’s Fair 
and second at 1905 International for $400.00 to that well known firm 
of Parrish & Miller, of Kansas. 

But I must write of Key of Cincinatti, my fondness and admir- 
ation for her caused the digression and mention of some of her il- 
lustrious-kin. I trust this is permissible since the old matron had 
remained at home doing her part in the pasture. 

“When the blue-grass is the greenest in Kentucky 
Where the sun shines the brightest in Kentucky.” 

Several years ago while Mr. M. A. Judy was visiting me I took 
him down in the pasture to see Key of Cincinatti and the thirty- 
eight of her descendants so much alike, so winsome. After looking 
at them a while he suddenly in that tone characteristic of him, both 
persuasive and commanding, he turned and said, “Tom, you ought 
to sell some of those K. Prides.” I confess it partakes of monopoly 
and may not have been the 
wisest policy to retain all 
the old cow’s descendants 
in this herd, yet the same 
practice of line breeding 
that produced the old cow 
has all the time been ob- 
served, that is to say, only 
the best Erica and Black- 
bird bulls obtainable have 
been used until now. So 
that when the feeder’s art 
is applied accompanied 
with the touch of the curry 
comb and brush of the 
skilled groomsman on any 
of them it is believed that 
the descendants of Key of 
Cincinatti at Longview is 
a collection of females 
from one cow unequaled 
by any herd in the world.

Key of Paris has done as much or more perhaps to popularize the 
breed in America than any other cow. Her first three calves were. 
Kenwood, Kensington and Kankakee, and all since by the double 
Erica bred bull Enis of Ballindalloch, I have not traced the descend- 
ants of Kensington so carefully as I have of her two full sisters 
Kenwood and Kankakee. The records show that the descendants 
of these two cows have been eagerly sought for bv every construc- 
tive breeder in the United States both by private treaty and in the 
sale ring, and have been known to be awarded first prize in the most 
stubbornly contested show rings of the country. It was with the 
lineal descendants of Kankakee and Kenwood that the well remem- 
bered veteran showman W. J. Miller, of Iowa, won many of his 
prizes as did other western showmen. The females perhaps being 
more admired than the bulls, though the bulls Kelex and Key of the 
West were notable and highly prized show and breeding bulls.

A Real Foundation—Select a Good Start 


~ much inearnest worker for

ern agriculture. To those 
who know him the following letter we recently received from him 
will not be a great surprise. 

“T have raised several pounds of seed of the new Hubam or an- 
nual white flowering sweet clover. As I have more than I need I 
desire to give away some of it to the end that my fellow farmers 
may be able to get a start and raise their own seed of this valuable 
forage and green manure crop. 

“T know that South of Montgomery and Savannah this clover 
will grow all winter if planted in September or early October and 
so furnish the finest of winter pastures. ‘North of those cities it 
may not make much growth in winter but it is perfectly hardy and 
if planted early it will make fine pastures in the fall and early 
spring and can be turned under for soil improvement in time to 
plant corn or cotton. 

“It is said that when turned under a crop of this clover is equal 
to 15 loads of barnyard manure to the acre. It will cover the land 
all winter and so prevent washing and will conserve the fertility al- 
ready in the soil. Its value is even greater than 15 loads of manure. 


“This clover supplies in large quantities the two things most

Why can all the other beef breeds and dairy breeds, afford to 
have Field Representatives, and publicity departments, and at the 
same time furnish premium money for all the leading Stock Shows 
and Fairs? Their breed is not superior to ours, we all know that 
at least? Is it because our competitive breeders are so superior to 
ours in intellect and business sagacity, that they are enabled to out 
manouver us in effective plans, and accomplish results that we are 
loath to undertake? From my personal observation, I SAY NO. 
You may answer for yourselves? 

There is that lack of unity, thorough co-operation, stictuitive- 
ness, adherence to a fixed and progressive policy, that grim determ- 
ination to stand by our breed as a unit, expelling every atom of 
Factionalism, which if tolerated, will ultimately destroy the best or- 
ganization that ever existed. Our breed will stand by you, if you 
will stand by our breed. If the other breeders had the merits that 
we have behind us, in our breed, we would have a real fight on our 
hands if we kept within striking distance at all. 

As to the manner of raising the necessary funds with which to 
conduct the business of the America Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, is a simple business proposition, arranged according to or- 
dinary business plans, and each factor that goes to make up that 
business, must stand their proportionate share of the cost of the 
conduct of that business, and the burden placed on each atom will 
not be very cumbersom, if the plan of distribution will be justly and 
evenly spread, according to well defined business principals, and the 
material accomplishments are plainly visible to all concerned. I am 
sure that every breeder, and every buyer will be willing to stand 
their just share of the helpful effort that is being put forth in be- 
half of the furtherance of the Doddie Cause, which means the ulti- 
mate success for every man that has taken, or will take up the 
cause of the Doddie, and if that cost will be evenly and justly added 
to the various fees, records, registration, and such other methods as 
may be established by the Board of Directors, along well defined 
business lines, then there will be no shortage of the necessary funds, 
or any complaint as to the cost so long as there will be real results 
accomplished that will mutually benefit every one directly interested 
in the future accomplishments for all, and not for any individual or 
faction.

ANOTHER ITEM THAT IS BEING OVERLOOKED 
BY ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS GENERALLY. 


Reason upon reason has been brought to the public eye as to 
why Aberdeen-Angus cattle should be adopted on the beef produc- 
ing farms of this country. Time and again the wonderful achieve- 
ments of the breed are heralded broadcast, and the unprecendented 
winnings of the breed at the leading shows and in inter breed com- 
petition generally is brought to mind; it is cited that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the winners wear black skins. Again they outsell 
other beef breeds on the fat stock markets the world over. A little 
story eminating from Medicine Hat, Alberta, runs something like 
this: “Last autumn a feeder in Medicine Hat, Alberta, was shipping 
a load of steers of a horned breed to Chicago, but lacked three steers 
to complete his car, and with some reluctance he took in three Aber- 


deen-Angus steers to make up the load. He really thought he 
spoiling his load and said so. When he got to Chicago, buyers bi 
ed out his three black steers and they were sold separately han z 
two cents per pound more than the remainder of the ined The 
year that feeder is using Aberdeen-Angus bulls on his ranch.” pen 
again, the record sheets of Armour & Company, of Chicago show 
the dressing percentages to be about 53 per cent., good to ‘aan 
ranging from 56 to 59, with steers of extra good show type pi 
from 59 to 63. Ht will be remembered that the Texas Agricultural 
College Aberdeen-Angus steer won the championship of the Fort 
Worth show and when killed by the above firm dressed 67,49 er 
cent. Please do not forget also that the world’s record igs ps: 
Aberdeen-Angus heifer killed at the Smithfield Fat Stock Show in 
London, her record being 76.75 per cent. It will stand feeders in 
hand to remember that there is a reason why the packers pay more 
for Aberdeen-Angus fat steers and heifers. This is a point that js 
too often passed by the breeder when presenting his argument to 
the prospective purchaser who is planning to install a pure bred 
herd of some kind. 


SCOURING THE WORLD FOR 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS ARGUMENTS. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Journal has constantly an eye out to dis- 
cover the great reason why Aberdeen-Angus carcasses are most fay- 
ored when they appear in the block competitions of the world. Here 
is a series of comments that may throw a little light on this matter 
a least they give us an idea as to what our South American neigh- 
bor has to say. The following is taken from the “Estancia and 
Stud” column of the Standard of Buenos Aires and we owe the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Review of Scotland for its translation as it is being 
taken from their columns: 

“I was shown a very interesting note during the past week, be- 
ing a criticism by the home meat salesmen of the meat sent from 
the fat stock show here, by one of the freezing companies. Refer- 
ring to the Aberdeen-Angus steer, which won the reserve champion- 
ship and was shown by the Messrs. Barreto. the expert says: ‘A 
grand side of beef—full of flesh—sizeable and well covered; in fact 
would compare very favorably with the champion animal at Smith- 
field show this year.’ 

“The same class of Aberdeen-Angus steers shown by Senora 
Augustina Luro de Sansinena, were described as, ‘from a butcher's 
point of view, the best cutting meat in the shipment. Not too fat, 
and plenty of flesh; and it is no doubt a fact that this class of beef 
— always realize the top price for its description in this mar- 

et.’ 

“A first prize Hereford was ‘a heavy side, very fat and waste- 
ful. An-animal raised to this degree can be of no service to the 
butcher.’ Dr. Carcana’s big heavy polled Shorthorn was ‘a heavy 
animal, very fat and wasteful, this class of meat being unsalable on 
this market except at a discount.’ Another contrast occurs in the 
case of two steers purchased from Dr. Malban, one is described as 
‘heavy and fat. This beef is very unsalable.’ The other was ‘a very 
good side of beef for its size and breed, was full of meat.’ 

“Mr. Miles A. Pasman’s Aberdeen-Angus and _ Shorthorn 
crosses—in one case ‘a fine butcher’s bullock, full of flesh and well 
finished, though not at all wasteful’; the other, ‘a small choice side 
of beef of very good quality, would always command top price. This 
cross makes ideal beef for the block.’ ”

Charles M’Combie’s Contribution. 
PART X. 


Falkirk Tryst. 

The story of the great fairs and trysts of these 
days has yet to be written. I have been busily col 
lecting all available information, but it would take 
up too much space in this series of articles. Many 
may think that I am spreading over the ground too 
profusely. But I am firmly convinced that after I 
have placed the information I am now endeavoring 
to present before my readers, that it will be found 
to be invaluable in helping them to trace the means 
by which the breed got its start and was raised from 
the sound foundations laid by the men whose opera- 
tions I am just now exhibiting. Certainly never 
before has such absolutely direct information on 
the operations of the cattle dealers at this period 
ever before been given to the public. Hence, we 
believe the reader. will not only bear with me in this 
endeavor, but welcome the information as shedding 
light on the period to them that has been dark to 
them for it was the dealers who set the mark for 
the breeders. 

The Falkirk Tryst was perhaps the greatest in 
Scotland, it was the culmination of a chain of fairs 
or trysts that had origin in the Highlands of Aber- 
deenshire and that spread south from there in two 
main lines, one directly south the other between that 
route and the eastern coast. Of these we refrain 
from dealing with here, though we have alluded to 
the popular notion of the origin of Falkirk Tryst. 
Suffice it here that we give the following particulars 


of the great Tryst itself gleaned from authentic 


sources. : 

These Falkirk Trysts were, perhaps, about the 
sreatest of the kind in the United Kingdom. Pen- 
nant, in 1772, tells us that the number of cattle 
“exposed” at one of the trysts numbered 24,000. Dr. 
Graham, in the “View of Agriculture of Stirling- 
shire,” 1812-—the (early) date, it will be noted, we 
are dealing with—puts on record that at the August 
Tryst there were from 5,000 to 6,000 black cattle; at 
the September. Tryst, 15,000 cattle and 15,000 sheep: 
and at the (great) October Tryst, 25,000 to 30,000 
or 40,000 cattle, 25,000 sheep, besides an immense 
number of horses. Fixing the price of cattle at £8 
and sheep at 18s., the total value of these, combined, 
would be £430,000, some other authorities putting 
the value at half a million sterling. 

All the cattie were lean stock intended for winter- 
ing; but it would appear that with the extension of 
the dealers’ operations into England to dispose of 
their dorves directly to the English graziers, the 
numbers began to diminish. But in 1840 it was 
stated that there were exposed from 80,000 to 90,000 
cattle and as many sheep at the big tryst. For days 
previous to the September and October trysts all the 
highways which led from the North to the trysting 
ground from morning until night were scenes of con- 
fusion—an uninterrupted succession of droves ana 
flocks of oxen and sheep. 

St. Ninian’s toll-bar was often blocked, the whole 
line of road from thence as far as Sheriffmuir, five 
or six miles, being at standstill for hours. The stir 
along the road and at the tryst was indescribable 
The inns for miles around were congested, and a 
hundred tents were erected on the grounds to furnish 
refreshments and accommodations for the bank clerks 
and dealers in concluding their transactions. The 
“‘stance’’ extended to three acres, and was at the 
north-east end of the town on a field called Sten- 
house Moor, in the parish of Larbert. It had been 


held there since 1775, previous to which it had beer 
held at Bonmoor, four miles west of Falkirk, and pre 


vious to that at Reddingrig Moor, on an elevation 
which is now a monument to Wallace, The histo: en 
the Falkirk tryst is the history of the first great de 
in Scottish stock-breeding. 


Northern Cattle Trade. 

One of the most interesting as well as remarkable 
references to the cattle trade in the North of Seot- 
land and those engaged in it is to be found in a 
paper originally appearing in the Quarterly Journal 
of Agriculture, of which I think Henry Stephens, the 
author of “The Book of the Farm,” was the editor, i: 
being published in association with the publications 
of the Highland and Agricultural Society, if I mis. 
take not. The artiele from which the following ex- 
tract is made is from the reprint of it appearing in 
the “Farmer’s Magazine,” London, October 1835. It 
was written by the noted James Dickson. “Cattle 
Dealer, Edinburg,” who was familiar with all the 
fairs and those who attended them in Scotland, and 
was an exhibitor himself at the first H. S. Shows, 
as also the author of a valuable book on the live 
stock of the country. Coming from such a well-in- 
formed source, it is all the more valuable, for it 
gives a graphic description of the modus operandi of 
the dealers in making up these wonderful lots into 
droves that we see drafted and driven to the fairs, 
meant to supply special customers. William’s note- 
books are full of evidence of the correctness of this 
method, wherein appear jottings of endless purchases 
of stots, steers and bullocks, in ones, twos, threes 
and greater numbers, from diverse places, all to 
be graded into suitable assortments. Mr. Dickson 
also shows the connection between Smithfield Cattle 
Market and the Scottish fairs, and the sort of thing 
that fired the ambitions of the best breeders in the 
country. It shows the lean cattle trade at its zenith, 
just before the transition began and the northern 
cattle men began themselves to feed their own lean 
beasts and send them to London by sea. In this 
reference, Dickson mentions Charles M‘Combie, with 
whom he was well acquainted, and it seems appro- 
priate that the story of the career of Charles M“*Com 
bie can here be closed with such a reference. To 
proceed with Mr. Dickson, however, he writes: 

“Every breeder in Scotland, whether he fatten his 
cattle or not, should treat them as if all heifers were 
to be sent to Morpeth, and all oxen to Smithfield, the 
largest market for cattle, as every body knows, in 
the world. The Smithfield Market! What have 
we to do wilh Smithfield? exclaims a scotch breeder 
Smithfield is everything to you. It is the great mart 
for consumption in the country; should you not find 
a suitable market for your well-fed oxen, upon which 
you have bestowed much trouble and which you can- 
not afford to part with at a small price, you have 
steam-ships ready at the nearest large shipping port 
to take them to Smithfield. But should you have no 
fat cattle to dispose of, and dislike the trouble of 
send them to a distant market at your own risk, still 
you have a_ strong interest in Smithfield Market 
through your lean cattle. As thus:—Cattle are general- 
ly purchased by dealers in the northern countries from 
breeders, in small quantities, and are driven south to 
the Falkirk Trysts, or other markets to meet other 
dealers who purchase them already selected in lots 
to drive still further south to markets in England. 
There they are again purchased by feeders or graz- 
iers, who either sell them at home to dealers who con- 
sign them to a Smithfield salesman. Of course, those 
cattle of the finest quality, and shewing the greatest 
proportion of beef on the fine points, obtain the 
highest prices, and their worth is duly appreciated by 
every dealer through whose hands they may happen 
to pass. 

“As an example will give better illustration than 
many arguments, I shall instance the practice of 4 
celebrated dealer in north country black cattle, Mr. 
Charles Macomie in Aberdeenshire, to illustrate the 
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mode of dealing in cattle in Scotland. When such 
extensive dealers as Mr. Macomie go to a — 
market with the intention to purchase, they se 

ttle with a view of suiting the customers, who they 
Meet will purchase them according to their respec- 
tive tastes ; and as they may have finer or coarser 
keep for them. They select four or five from one 
lot, six or eight from another, and so on, till they 
make up a lot of perhaps fifty or it may be a hun- 
dred cattle, all well selected, matched, and having the 
appearance of being bred by the same person. They 
make up several such lots of cattle of different char- 
acters to suit different customers. These they take to 
Falkirk, where they are purchased by south country 
who have a view of disposing of them to 
particular dealers or ‘graziers.in England, and take 
or consign them to Smithfield after they are fattened. 
Such selected lots will insure pleasure, if not profit, 
to any one through whose hands they pass. The 
salesman in London is proud of having them sent 
to him to dispose of. The carcass butcher thinks 
himself fortunate in having fallen in with such a 
fine lot. The hotel tavern and eating housekeepers 
are pleased with their purchases of prime rumps and 
sirloins; while the epicure chuckles delight over his 
savoury roast and steak. 

“Every breeder should therefore be careful to cul- 
tivate good points in his cattle and always steadily 
keep in view that they one day or another may ap- 
pear at the greatest market in the world, where their 
worth are duly appreciated; and even although they 
should never reach Smithfield, the possibility of the 
beef which he has bred and fed being served up on 
the tables of his Majesty, looking invitingly on the 
diningroom of the nobleman, or gracing the hospit- 
able board of the Lord Mayor, ought to stimulate 
every breeder to the production of an article which 
would be worthy of being so honourably preferred. 
a Such customers are willing to pay a good 
price for good beef. . .” 

I think than above the reader could ransack the 
whole scattered literature of the past and not find 
a passage more worthy of “being honourably pre- 
ferred,” by reproduction. It pictures the whole pur- 
suit of the breeder and the dealer who dedicated their 
life to the one aim and object in view, so well des- 
cribed and outlined by Dickson. It throws a flash- 
light that nothing else better could on the activities 
of Charles M‘Combie, whose name stands out singu- 
larly in all the literature; as well as of the early ac- 
tivities of William, to be gradually transformed into 
the ful-fledged feeder at home, thus accumulating to 
himself the feeder’s profit and avoiding the toilsome, 
droving process involving such constant risks, while 
laying the solid foundation at home for a career of 
unexampled achievement for the native black polled 
breed of the country.

Romance in the Story. 

Everything throwing light on this phase and epoch 
of the cattle breeding industry of Scotland, preceding 
the great era of modern improvement by means of 
which the present breed came into being, is surely 
of importance. “The past is forgotten but never 
dies ;” and it is from the “dead” past from which 
the life of today is derived. Hence the efforts of the 
earlier breeders to produce a type of bullochry ap- 
proved by the master, dealers, who were the arbiters 
of form and quality in the native herds, had a stabl- 
ising effect in developing those characteristics that 
were so well calculated, by these practical cattle men, 
to lay a sure foundation upon which to build the 
breed that was to become the leading product of the 
greatest breeding and feeding county in Great Britian. 

Therefore, when we discover information indicating 
the continuance of one family generation after gen- 
eration, prominently identified in guiding the efforts 
of breeders, because of their interest in the breed 
from a commercial standpoint, we learn something 
of vital value, that means something; for without 
such solid foundation no breed such as this native 
polled breed of Aberdeenshire could ever have be- 
come evolved. 

So it was with particular gratification that a 
peculiarly enlightening reference to Carles M‘Combie 
and family was found in “The Durid’s” “Field and 
Fern, (South),” in a chapter dealing with the Falkirk 
Tryst. Therein are mentioned the great drover kings 


of the past: ‘The Williamsons and the Thoms, the 
latter perhaps akin to the M‘Combies, although un- 
known to either—A.) were very considerable in their 
dealings. So was old M‘Combie, whose family mark 
below the near hock was known at Falkirk for 60 
long years. It was only for the runts, for the West 
Highlanders were burnt with gustrils on their horns.” 


The “mark below the near hock” “being only for 
the runts,” while the horned breed had its own 
mark on their frontal appendages, would indicate the 
necessity for the early adcption of a mark place 
suitable for the polled cattle, dealt in so largely by 
the M“Combie “family.’’ This is a significant item 
of information, which we can now very fully appre- 
ciate. 

But there is an even more significant piece of in- 
formation, in the mention of these ‘60 long years,” 
during which the mark and the family were known 
at Falkirk. As Charles M‘Combie, father of William 
of Tillyfour, retired in 1830 when his son assumed 
the tenancy of the home farm of Tillyfour, and died 
in 1836 at the comparatively early age of 66, it would 
hardly seem that he was the ‘old M‘Cambie’ meant 
but that the term must have applied to his father, 
William of Lynturk, who died in 1808, at the age 
of 88. Sixty years from the date of Charles retire- 
ment would take us back to 1770, the year in which 
he was born; just when his father, William, was 
still in active business at fifty. If we calculate the 
sixty years from the date of young William’s own 
retirement from Falkirk, sometime in the forties, it 
would still take us back to a period in which William 
M‘Combie senior, was dealing. This William is re- 
corded as having “dealt considerably in cattle; in 
fact was paving the way for the still more renowned 
son, Charles, and grandson, William of Tillyfour. 
His business during hic cattle career took him to 
Forfarshire”—likewise, in consequence, to Falkirk, and 
other great fairs—‘‘where he met and in time became 
acquainted with the Earl of Airlie of the period. 
Lord Airlie was greatly interested when he learned 
that this Aberdeenshire farmer was a great-grandson 
of the fomer McComie Mor, who had obtained a 
wadset of the barony of Forter (from this Lord 
Airlie’s ancestor, the first ‘earl) in the time of 
Charles I; and had required two acts of Parliment 
to make him forego his claim of free forestry in 
Caenlochan,” in Charles II’s time. So interested 
was this fifth Earl, David and pleased with William 
M‘Combie, that “he more than once (rather condes- 
cendingly) intimated the pleasure it would give him 
to see the M‘Combies once more settled in Glenisla.’”’ 
It may enlighten our readers to recall that the Airlus 
had obtained the original feu of Forter from an 
actual ancestor of the wife of this same John Mc- 
Comie, who obtained the wadset on Forter from the 
first earl about 1610, and that it was only as the 
result of political manoeuveres that the M‘Combies 
became deprived of their “indefeasible rights” in 
Forter and Caenlochan. 

The Airlies and M‘Comies had at first fought on 
the same, Stualt, side; but the M‘Comies having be- 
come reconciled to the new order remained loyal to 
their oath; while the Airlies continued to support 
the “‘lost cause.” The first Earl of Airlie (created 
by Charles I.) was captured by the Lords of the 
Congregation, tried and condemed to be executed; 
but escaped to France and was afterwards pordoned 
by George III, in 1778. As a result of the Airlies’ 
activities in the abortive risings of 1715 and 1745 
they were twice attained. But George IV finally 
restored them to their place in the peerage and the 
county, in 1826. In this dispensation of gracious 
clemency, by which the Airlies attaindeers were re- 
versed, the McComies were forgotten; and having 
been ruined financially by the proceedings instituted 
against them, nothing was possible to secure the 
reversal of act of parliment by which they had prac- 
tically lost all, after they had become firmly seated 
in Glenisea.”’ 

These varied and strenuous strifes, however, forgot- 
ten as they were, had an interesting sequel; for the 
descendants of both families, became breeders of the 
same breed of polled cattle of the country. It is 
curious in this connection to note that in the ar- 
morial bearings of the Airlies the crest and support-

Advocates Use of Better Sires. 

The Institute of American Meat Packers 
at its recent annual convention took cogni- 
zance of the effect of the unusual economic 


conditions on live stock breeding and adop- 


ted the following resolution: 

“WHEREAS, the committee on Improved 
Live Stock Breeding has found a marked 
deterioration in the breeding of beef cattle 
and sheep east of the Missouri River; and 

“WHEREAS, the future of the live stock 
packing industiy depends on meeting trade 
demand more exactly in the animals pro- 
duced for market; therefore 

“BE IT RESOLVED that the Institute of 
American Meat Packers recommends more 
care in the selection of sires, to the end 
that live stock be produced to meet more 
exactly the 1equirements of the meat trade; 
and 

“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
producers of pure bred live stock be reques- 
ted to take greater care in selecting the 
young animals to be sold as sires and dams 
into market producing herds and flocks, in 
order to harmonize more perfectly the types 
required by the producer and the meat 
trade.” 

The institute is extending its co-opera- 
tion to the pure bred interests by recom- 
mending the use of pure bred sires for every 
market producing herd and flock, and by 
offering prizes at the principal live stock 
shows for the carloads of cattle, sheep and 
hogs showing the greatest evidence of good 
breeding. It is furnishing the pure bred 
associations with copies of the foregoing 
resolution, hoping thereby to induce breed- 
ers to hold strictly to market requirements 
and to disregard so-called fancy points in 
establishing their types.

The sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle held 
at Glencarnock Farm on Friday, July 29, 
1921, was remarkably successful. With a 
very small crowd present 38 head were sold 
under the hammer for the good average of 
$397, while three animals passed the $1,000 
mark. The sale was opened by Prof. Pew, 
of Ohio, with a brief speech in which he 
made reference to the exceptional oppor- 
tunity to get into the breeding business at 
the present time.’ Following his talk Prem- 
ier Norris was called to the block by Sena- 
tor Hyland, of North Dakota, and the sale 
commenced with Karama of Glencarnock 2d, 
the Grand Champion female at the Brandon 
exhibition, in the ring. Bidding was brisk 
from the commencement and the heifer was 
finally knocked down to James Turner, of 
Caroll, Manitoba, for $1,075. Senator Hy- 
land then took the box and sold the first 
four or five animals when he was succeeded 
by Harry Leader, of Portage La Prairie. 
This was Leader’s first sale and he did re- 
markably well. Runkle, of Regina, assisted 
and later took the box where he appeared 
to great advantage. Two very choice ani- 
mals were bought by the Lacombe experi- 
mental farm, while Jos. Story, of Grand- 
view, took the high priced animal of the 
sale at $1,175.

ers was the head of a_ bull, black and _ horned 
while the drove mark of the M‘Combies, so 
long known at Falkirk, was one that indicat- 
ed the presence in the droves assembled by 
them of polled individuals, the mark on the near 
hock, being placed there because of the lack of horns 
of the animals. Of course the same breed of horned 
cattle, represented in the Airlie crest, was the breed 
of the Highlands of Forfarshire as of Aberdeenshire: 
but the polled breed of the M‘Combies in Aberdeen- 
shire was the principal breed of the northeastern low- 
lands.

shire.” More than a century before that the family 
had been exercising its influence on the improvement 
of the cattle of Angusshire; so that the connection 
of the family with the breeding industry extended 
over a far exceeding two centuries. The family mark 
on the near hock was to become as famed at Falkirk 
as the later mark of William of Tillyfour, MxC,, was 
to be at Smithfield. 

The Airlie who had_ recognized William of 
Lynturk in Forfarshire evidently took a great interest 
in the better cattle movement of his time; and his 
descendant, the tenth earl—he of the first Herd Book 
entries and referred to as “the seventh earl’ by 
Sinclair in his “History of the Aberdeen-Angus”— 
as we all know was one of the leading breeders of 
the polled in Angusshire ; and became a correspondent 
of William of Tillyfour and a visitor to Tillyfour on 

The date to which we are thus able to trace the 
connection of the Aberdeenshire M‘Combies with the 
native polled cattle carries us back as we have noted 
to at least 1770—the date which according to James 
MacDonald in his paper, ‘‘What Shorthorns have Done 
for Scotland” (in the Journal of the Agricultural 
Society of England, 1883), that was the “beginning 
of the improvement of the native cattle of Aberdeen- 
at least two occasions; and frequently extended ur- 
gent invitations to William to visit Cortachy Castle: 
but the “Member” as he then was always seemed to 
be too preoccupied to arrange a visit. It is strange 
therefore to contemplate that it should have been an 
Airlie that was to become the visitor. I remember 
Lord Airlie’s first visit—on the oceasion of the sale 
of 1878. He was accompanied by the Hon. Charles 
Carnegie, brother to Lord Southesk. After dinner 
Mr. M‘Combie soon retired and I was left with the 
visitors ; the conversation being principally upon the 
animals represented on the portraits on the walls of 
the dining room. The earl seemed quite interested 
and stood up on the chairs to get a better view of 
some of the artists’ signatures. Lord Airlie’s second 
visit was with the Earl of Southesk on the occasion 
of the dispersion sale in 1880. 

It is out of such stuff that some of the “romance 
of the polled’’ arises. It is ever in the “past that is 
forgotten but never dies” that we are able so often 
to find material from which to build the story of 
today. The mutual interest here shown by Lord 
Airlie and M‘Combie in the native polled race proved 
of mutual attraction; and also shows how such an 
interest became mutually cultivated.

Under the careful supervision of Manager 
W. I. Smale and his co-workers this exhi- 
bition has grown to be not only one of the 
leading shows of Canada but one to which 
the people of the northwestern and north 
central states have come to appreciate and 
acknowledge not only as a great educational 
institution but a place where the bond of 
International fellowship and brotherhood be- 
comes stronger from an intermingling of 
those in attendance, either as spectators or 
exhibitors.

Will Beef Come Back in the East? 
(Continued from page 3) 
winter quarters in much better condition 
than when taken off the high priced pas- 
tures in Indiana where it had been necessary 
to feed green corn to supplement the pas- 


tures. 

Exhorbitant freight rates are operating 
to the advantage of the eastern beef pro- 
ducer as are also increased charges all along 
the line from range to consumer. As a re- 
sult eastern breeders are finding ready mar- 
ket for their surplus breeding stock and 
steers are in great demand by local killers 
and shippers. Breeders report receiving a 
premium of from one to three cents per lb. 
on live or dressed veals of beef breeding 
where shipped to the market and they re- 
port that in many cases local butchers are 
paying one to two cents over the market 
for live animals at the farm, many of which 
are half bloods out of grade dairy cows. 
One Aberdeen-Angus breeder in New York 
state says he has difficulty in keeping his 
calves until he is ready to sell and can get 
his own price at the farm. His practice is 
as follows: He uses a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bull on grade Holstein cows. Due to 
the prepotency of the Aberdeen-Angus all 
of the calves are of a solid black color with 
the exception of a little white on the under- 
line in a few cases, and all have naturally 
polled heads and are of the blocky, compact 
conformation of the Angus. While at his 
farm recently I saw a January, 1921, heifer 
calf of this breeding weighing over six hun- 
dred pounds that would have done credit 
to many pure breds and he had a number 
of other calves that were equally growthy 
for their age. This man is a remarkable 
feeder without doubt. These grade calves 
are allowed to nurse the cow and are given 
all of her milk they will consume and are not 
allowed to know a hungry day from birth. 
They are sold off the cow when she has to 
be dried off to get ready for her next calf 
or on the average at about ten months. 
The labor involved amounts to very little 
and this breeder declares he is making a 
good profit handling his grade herd in this 
way. He has proven to his own satisfac- 
tion that it is possible to produce beef at 
a profit in the East and is now laying a 
foundation for a he1d of pure bred Abetr- 
deen-Angus that will be second to none in 
the East. 

Aslam more familiar with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed in our eastern states I am 
compelled to form my conclusions at to the 
future of the beef industry from the future 
of that breed and I believe that they are a 
fair example of what is possible for the 
other beef breeds to accomplish. During the 
past two years the number of herds of Ab- 
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erdeen-Angus cattle in our eastern states 
has grown from a few isolated breeders to 
a sufficient number to make a strong, wide 
awake district association possible and new 
breeders are being added to the ranks every 
day. Good cattle are being brought in by 
the car load and singly, and our eastern 
breeders are able to compete in the show 
ring and sale ring with the best the breed 
has to offer. Annual sales are being held 
at various places and have pioven success- 
ful. The third annual sale to be held dur- 
ing the Eastern States Exposition will be 
held at Springfield, Mass., on September 
23d and already requests for catalogs are 
being received by Mr. F. W. Burnham of 
Greenfield, Mass., who is secretary of the 
Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation. In view of this rapid development in 
the industry in the East during the past 
two years I feel safe in saying that beef 
cattle not only will come back in the East 
but that they have and are coming back and 
will continue to increase from year to year. 

There are a number of very important 
matters that the eastern beef breeder must 
take into consideration in order to make the 
business profitable. They are the very fun- 
damentals on which beef producttion in the 
East is based and are the advantages the 
beef producer possesses over all other live 
stock producers. They are: 

Utalization of home grown feeds. 

Economy on labor. 

Economy in buildings and equipment. 
Experiments conducted at our Eastern Ex- 
periment Stations demonstrate conclusively 
that beef breeding cows can be maintained in 
excellent breeding condition on an extreme- 
ly small amount of purchased feeds and 
as the item of purchased feeds is often the 
deciding factor in the profitable mainten- 
ance of other classes of animals on our 
eastern farms the beef breeder has a decid- 
ed advantage. Experiments at the Penn- 
sylvania Experiment Station and on the 
farms of practical breeders in New England 
and elswhere have shown that a beef breed- 
ing cow can be maintained through the win- 
ter, while nursing a calf, and drop a strong 
calf in the spring on a ration consisting of 
56 lbs. of silage, 4 lbs. of straw or cheap 
hay and 1 lb. of cottonseed meal per head 
per day, and that during the summer no- 
thing is required except pasture and plenty 
of fresh water. This permits any grain 
that is at hand to be fed to the young stock 
and cattle fattening for market. 


Under this system of management a 
minimum of labor is required as practically 
no labor is required during the summer 
months when cattle are on pasture and dur- 
ing the winter when farm work is slack 
one man can take care of a large herd of 


cattle night and morning without doing an 
appreciable amount of traveling to and from 
town for feeds, ete. 

Inexpensive buildings should be used and 
the breeder who expends a large sum of 
money for expensive and unnecessary equip- 
ment that merely serves to gratify his own 
whims without adding to the comfort of his 
animals is doomed to regret his expendi- 
tures if he is a practical farmer who must 
mezke every dollar bring another. A dry 
basement barn opening on the south and 
provided with sliding doors that will allow 
the cattle to run in and out at will is most 
satisfactory. The cattle may or may not 
be tied up at feeding time according to 
whether they fed separately or collectively 
but in any case labor should be saved as 
much as possible. 


Probably one of the principal causes for 
the decline in live stock of all kinds on our 
eastern farms is the fact that our farmers 
have allowed their fences to tumble down 
and their pastures to grow up in brush. 
This is particularly noticeable to visiting 
farmers from other sections and a real es- 
tate man recently informed me that double 
the number of eastern farms now sold to 
central western farmers could be so dis- 
posed of if they were fenced. It is high 
time that our eastern farmers woke up to 
this condition and fenced their farms. 


The farmer who plans to go into the beef 
business, whether by using a beef bull on 
native cows, or by the purchase of beef 
breeding cattle of both sexes, should keep 
in mind the fact that it is necessary, in or- 
der to produce the best beef, to have breed- 
ing animals of good beef conformation. Se- 
lect bulls especially that are as nearly the 
beef type as possible. These blocky, short 
legged, compact animals that carry a max- 
imum amount of natural flesh give best re- 
sults. Naturally knowing the Aberdeen- 
Angus as I do I believe them to be the ideal 
beef animal, especially for this purpose, 
and in view of the fact that they have de- 
feated all comers in our greatest shows in 
a majority of cases I believe my belief is 
well founded. At the International Live 
Stock Show in Chicago which is looked upon 
by all breeds of beef cattle as the court of 
last resort the Aberdeen-Angus have won 
fifty-seven championships in all steer clas- 
ses as against seventeen for all other breeds 
combined. My recommendation to the be- 
ginner is to choose a bull of as near the 
ideal Aberdeen-Angus type as possible, no 
matter what the breed, and he can not go 
far wrong in producing profitable beef ani- 
mals. 

In view of the present widespread de- 
mand throughout the East for pure bred 
breeding animals and in view of the fact

Mr. A. T. Reid, Auchterarder, 
was fourth with Proud Grisette by Evmar, 
a first prize winner at the Highland last 
year and a heifer of great quality, thougi 
not very big. Mr. Kennedy of Doonholm 
was fifth with Eufala, by Matador of By- 
well. Sir George Macpherson Grant was 
sixth with Exility of Ballindalloch. 

The yearling heifer class was also an ex- 
ceedingly good one, though type was more 
mixed than in the two-year-olds. Sir Geo. 
Macpherson Grant was first with Evelusive 
of Ballindalloch, a beautifully-rounded heif- 
er of great style and with any amount of 
breeding characteristics about her, though 
she might want a little in her flank and un- 
derlines. She is by Elorus of Ballindalloch, 
the second prize winner in the old bull class. 
and out of an Erica dam by Junior Eric. Mr. 
Kennedy of Doonholm was second with Poe- 
tica of Doonholm, by the Highland Societv 
winner Matador of Bywell. This is a heifer 
with a nice head, carrying a beautiful top. 
very wealthy in front and with great fulness 
of underline, though when walking she does 
not show so well. Mr. Kerr, Harviestoun 
was third with the very smart, beautifully- 
headed Eruca of Harviestoun by Jason of 
Ballindalloch. Lord Allendale was fourth 
with the first prize Royal winner, Ella of 
Bywell. 

The judges went on to select their differ- 
ent champions, taking in hand first the Bal- 
lindalloch Challenge Cup for the best bull of 
the breed. It was almost a foregone conclu- 


sion that the two-year-old would again come 
to the front, and this the judges elected to 
bring about, Major Brassey thus adding to 
the numerous show-yard honours which have 
already fallen to this beautifully brought out 
Auchterarder-bred sire. For reserve place 
Mr. Howison was selected with his aged bull. 
The Ballindalloch Cup for the best cow of the 
breed went, as a matter of course, to the 
three-year-old from Doonholm, but when 
they came to select the supreme champion of 
the show the judges preferred the two-year- 
old heifer from Dunira, which was declared 
to have earned the supreme championship of 
the breed, the reserve being Major Brassey’s 
two-yar-old bull.—The Farming News Perth.

boom was on. 

It may be useful to refer to two of the 
commonest troubles with young calves, 
Navel-ill and Scour. Both of these may be 
almost entirely prevented by dipping the 
navel-cord immediately after birth in a sat- 
urated solution of sulphate of copper. If 
this is done, cases rarely occur. 

Finally much denends on the stockman. If 
rough with his cattle or afraid of them they 
will develop nervousness or bad tempers. 
Such animals are a source of danger from 
accidents, and they never thrive so well as 
do those of more placid and quiet disposi- 
tion. Those that inherit bad tempers, espec- 
ially bulls, are best got rid of —Contributed.
